All Mail, Rail 
Bans End 
With Strike 


Full Scale Return 
To W ork In Most 
Parts O f Nation

All mail and railway express ser­ 
vice was restored today as one of 
the longest and costliest rail strikes 
petered out. 
The Postoffice Department direct­ 
ed all its offices to resume normal 
mail service. The other 
annulled 
various restrictions put into effect 
while train operations 
were 
dis­ 
rupted. 
All express shipment embargoes 
also were lifted. The express agency 
said some traffic delays may occur 
until train services reached normal. 
The embargoes had cut off express 
movements in 14 northeastern states. 
The Army’s threat to fire striking 
switchmen was regarded 
as 
the 
main factor in breaking up the 10- 
day “sick” walkout 
The work stoppage continued in 
a few spots across the country. But 
generally there was a full-scale re­ 
turn to work—notably in Chicago, 
the country’s No. 1 rail center. 
Indications were th at all strikers 
will be back on the job before the 
4 p. m. (EST) deadline set b y the 
Army in its “work or be fired” ul­ 
timatum. 
Thousands didn’t wait for the 
deadline to return to work.

Hurt or Taken 
In Fierce Battle 


TOKYO (/P)—American forces 
swept to the banks of the icy 
Han river near Seoul today. 
Allied shells poured 
into the 
burned-out old Korean caiptal. 


Chinese 
Red 
resistance in 
western Korea seemed shattered. 


A lean and lanky westerner, Capt. 
A. W. Myers of Lander, Wyo., sent 
back word to U. S.* Third Division 
headquarters: 
“Task force Myers now is wetting 
its feet in the Han.” 
It was a dramatic climax to a 
Red-hunting offensive th at began 
Jan. 25 some 35 air miles south of 
the former Korean republic capital 
Taking ground was only of sec­ 
ondary importance. The Allies’ aim ­ 
ed to hurt the Chinese and Korean 
Reds and they did—more than 61,000 
killed, wounded or captured. 
Other armored task forces were 
within two miles of Seoul, on th s 
left flank of th s 
Third Division. 
One rammed within six miles of 
Inchon, Yellow Sea port for the 
capita!, and then withdrew to Al­ 
lied lines. 
- U. S. and Puerto Rican infantry­ 
men moved up behind the tanks. 
The U. S. 25th Division’s task force 
Dolvin, punching up the main road 
to Seoul, sent patrols to within 1H 
miles of Yongdongpo, the ancient

southwest banks of the curving Han. 
Only on the right end of the west­ 
ern sector and on the central front 
were the Reds putting up a scrap.

TOKYO (/F)—American forces 
swept to the banks of the icy 
Han river near Seoul today. 
Allied shells poured 
into the 
burned-out old Korean caiptal. 


Chinese 
Red

in 
western Korea seemed shattered. 


A lean and lanky westerner, Capt. 
A. W. Myers of Lander, Wyo., sent 
back word to U. S: Third Division 
headquarters: 
"Task force Myers now is wetting 
its feet in the Han.” 
It was a dramatic climax to a 
Red-hunting offensive that began 
Jan. 25 some 35 air miles south of 
the former Korean republic capital. 
Taking ground was only of sec­ 
ondary importance. The Allies’ aim­ 
ed to hurt the Chinese and Korean 
Reds and they did—more than 81,000 
killed, wounded or captured. 
Other armored task forces were 
within two miles of Seoul, on the 
left flank of the 
Third Division. 
One rammed within six miles of 
Inchon, Yellow Sea port for the 
capital, and then withdrew to Al­ 
lied lines. 
U. S. and Puerto Rican infantry­ 
men moved up behind the tanks.

“First aid starts In the home," 
stated Dr. Clarice Haylett, .county 
public health officer, in listing to­ 
day the basic supplies for a home 
first aid kit, to be ’-ept on hand in 
case of a disaster, “whether of mili­ 
tary origin or not." 
The list was compiled by the Mar­ 
in county Medical Society c4vil de­ 
fense committee and 
Mrs. 
Elise 
Chalmers, Red Cross first aid chair­ 
man. 
“It to good housekeeping to have 
on hand a stock of emergency sup­ 
plies, and it is essential that at 
least one person in every household 
know how to use them," Dr. Haylett 
said. She also stressed the need of 
being able to improvise, “of making 
do with what is available." 
The most likely conditions to re­ 
quire first aid are cuts and burns, 
Dr. Haylett said. 
For cuts, it to recommended that 
each home have a supply of sterile 
bandages on hand. These may be 
commercial 
gauze 
bandages, 
or 
strips of old sheets or any other 
much washed material. “The linen 
closet is a good source of supply." 
The bandage reserve should in­ 
clude one dozen 4 x 4 inch sterile 
pads, either gauze compresses or 
homemade by taking old sheeting 
azkl cutting it to fold in several 
thicknesses, then pressing it in the 
desired size with a hot iron. They 


should then be put in paper envel­ 
opes and stored in a dust-free con« 
tainer, such as a coffee can. Three 
two inch roller bandages can be 
either homemade or bought In a 
package. A triangular bandage can 
be purchased or made by folding a 
square yard of soft material for stor­ 
ing like the pads. 
Additional supplies of sheets and 
towels might be needed and should 
be kept available. 
For bums, the committee suggest­ 
ed that plain vaseline or another 
mild bum ointment be used. 
Newspapers, pillows, etc., mak? ef­ 
fective splints for a fracture. Meth­ 
ods of using them are taught in Red 
Cross standard first aid courses. 
Soap and water are recommended 
to clean wounds. “It to readily 
available, effective, and deserves res­ 
pect as an antiseptic agent," Dr. 
Haylett said. 
Additional suggested equipment 
includes a pair of serviceable scis­ 
sors, adhesive tape or safety pins, 
and rubbing alcohol.

Dr. Haylett Lists Basic 
First Aid Supplies 


"First aid starts in the home,” 
stated Dr. Clarice Haylett, .county 
public health officer, in listing to­ 
day the basic supplies for a home 
first aid kit, to be ’*ept on hand in 
case of a disaster, "whether of mili­ 
tary origin or not.” 
The list was compiled by the Mar­ 
in county Medical Society c'.vil de­ 
fense committee and 
Mrs. 
Elise 
Chalmers, Red Cross first aid chair­ 
man. 
It is good housekeeping to have 
on hand a stock of emergency sup­ 
plies, and it Is essential that at 
least one person in every household 
know how to use them,” Dr. Haylett 
said. She also stressed the need of 
being able to improvise, “of making 
do with what Is available.” 
The most likely conditions to re­ 
quire first aid are cuts and burns, 
Dr. Haylett said. 
For cuts, it is recommended that 
each home have a supply of sterile 
bandages on hand. These may be 
commercial 
gauze 
bandages, 
or 
strips of old sheets or any other 
much washed material. “The linen 
closet is a good source of supply.” 
The bandage reserve should in­ 
clude one dozen A x 4 inch sterile 
pads, either gauze compresses or 
homemade by taking old sheeting 
and cutting it to fold in several 
thicknesses, then pressing it in the 
desired size with a hot iron. They 


should then be put In paper envel­ 
opes and stored in a dust-free con­ 
tainer, such as a coffee can. Three 
two inch roller bandagee can be 
either homemade or bough*, In a 
package. A triangular bandage can 
be purchased or made by folding a 
square yard of soft material for stor­ 
ing like the pads. 
Additional supplies of sheets and 
towels might be needed and should 
be kept available. 
For bums, the committee suggest­ 
ed that plain vaseline or another 
mild burn ointment be used. 
Newspapers, pillows, etc., mak? ef­ 
fective splints for a fracture. Meth­ 
ods of using them a¿e taught in Red 
Cross standard first aid courses. 
Soap and water are recommended 
to clean wounds. "It is readily 
available, effective, and deserves res­ 
pect as an antiseptic agent,” Dr, 
Haylett said. 
Additional suggested equipment 
includes a pair of serviceable scis­ 
sors, adhesive tape or safety pins, 
and rubbing alcohol.

Witnesses Tell 


Of Putting Money 


In Timber'Deals 
SAN FRANCISCO Í/P) — Govern­ 
ment witnesses from Oregon and 
California testified today to putting 
money, without returns, in timber- 
land purchase deals attributed to 
O. O. Barker, on trial charged with 
mail fraud. 
Delmar McConnell, of Portland, 
said in Federal District court he 
sent $400 to Barker, San Anselmo, 
Calif., timberland broker, in May, 
1949.McConnell said the $400 was for 
a campsite in Lassen county, but he 
never received a deed of title to the 
land.Harry Byer, of Oakland, testified 
he sent Barker $1120 in two deals for 
timberland in 1947 and 1948, but 
"never got the land and never heard 
from him.’* 
Pierre Ibos, defense attorney, ask­ 
ed Byer, "If you receive what you 
paid for before the trial is out you’ll 
be satisfied, won’t you?" 
* Byer, like other government wit 
nesses who have been asked the 
same question by the defense, said 
he would be satisfied. 
Assistant U. S. Attorney Macklin 
Fleming protested against what he 
termed the apparent defense tactic 
of offering to pay off government 
witnesses during the triaL 
An earlier witness • testified he 
"has every confidence" in Barker 
even though the broker never gave 
him anything in return for $15,000 
William E. Bently, of San Fran 
cisco, appearing for the government 
said yesterday he got deeds from 
Barker for only $2,750 of <>18,799 
worth of timberland he gave Barker 
the money to buy for him. Never­ 
theless, he insisted, “I have lots of 
respect and every confidence in Mr. 
Barker.” 
The government charges Barker 
a former Eureka* printer, with 25 
counts of mail fraud in the sale of 
Northern California timberland. The 
prosecution says he gave buyers 
false deeds or no deeds at all in re 
turn for their money. 
But Bently, one of those allegedly 
bilked, was firm in his belief he will 
not lose by the transaction. He said 
he understands the property was 
tied up in litigation and believes the 
deeds will eventually come through

That Telephone Book 


Anyone who has tried to find the telephone 
number of a friend without knowing juit where 
he lives in Marin, can appreciate the howl that 
has been heard lately for one phone book, alpha­ 
betical without regard to town or locality. 
Unless you know the exact town, it is ex­ 
tremely difficult to find a number in the current 
phone book. Even when you do know the town, 
it is a bother to find the right one before look­ 
ing for the right name. 
For example if your friend lives in Larkspur» 
you don't look under the Ls, but under C for 
Corte Madera. Once upon a time the Pacific 
Telephone and Telegraph company printed the 
phone number of Larkspur-Corte Madera and 
of Corte Madera-Larkspur so which ever one 
you were looking for you could find it. 
But 
even that little extra service was eliminated in 
the 1950 book. 
There are some consolidations. For instance 
you find Kentfield numbers under San Rafael, 
and Marin City numbers under Sausalito, but 
after a few years you catch on to these. 
Some people index their books by towns so 
they can easier find each locality, but these 
people are in the minority. 
Most just start 
thumbing through the pages and look under S 
on three different pages before finding the right 
John Smith.

The New McLain Initiative 


The Legislature has under consideration the 
new McLain initiative, which would boost old 
age pensions, return administration to the state, 
and generally liberalize the current law. The 
Legislature has the choice of accepting the 
measure, or of rejecting it and sending it to the 
people on the November, 1952, ballot 
The present measure would return admini­ 
stration of aged aid to the state. 
It will be 
remembered that the original McLain measure. 
Proposition No. 4, passed in 1948, took admini­ 
stration out of the counties and gave it to the 
state. 
Proposition No. 2, passed in 1949, re­ 
pealed the previous year's proposition, and 
returned administration to the counties. 
But 
control of the programs of aid to the needy 
remained in the hands of the Legislature. And 
that is where such control belongs. 
The new McLain initiative measure, while 
permitting legislative action on minor pans of 
the aid to needy and aged program, would re­ 
quire change of any vital pan of the act to be 
referred by the Legislature to the people. This 
w'ould mean that the people would be continu­ 
ally confronted with proposed changes in the act, 
that aid to the needy aged would become a 
political football at every election. The aid to 
the needy aged program should remain under 
control of the Legislature so that the program 
can be altered at will to meet changing condi­ 
tio . 
» 
There is a constitutional question involved 
in the present McLain measure. Could the pres­ 
ent Legislature bind the hands of a future Legis­ 
lature by passing a measure which that future 
Legislature could not change? An initiative act 
passed by* the people binds the hands of any 
future Legislature, for an amendment to such an 
act can be made only by the people. But can 
the Legislature itself adopt legislation which can 
be amended only by the people? 
McLain probably doesn't care whether the 
measure is passed by the Legislature or by the 
people, as long as it is passed. Its passage would 
make the continued existence of his organization 
both necessary and profitable. Although as long 
as he can continue to convince the old people 
that his organization is necessary for their wel­ 
fare its continued existence is more or less 
assured anyway. 
It was stated at the outset that the Legislature 
could either accept or reject the proposition. 
There is another alternative. It can ignore it, 
and let the measure automatically go to the 
people at the next election.

India-Pakistan 
Dispute Over 
Kashmir Danger*

The Korean war has served to obscure another 
dangerous situation of which the world can ill 
afford to lose sight: That is the bitter quarrel 
between India and Pakistan over possession of 
the neighboring princely state of Kashmir. 
There is in this Kashmir affair the makings 
of a war which might change the face of Asia. 
Currently the dispute is under United Nations 
armistice, but as a matter of fact it has reached 
a dead-end owing to the utter failure of all 
efforts to bring the two countries together. 
The gravity of the position was emphasized a 
fortnight ago by Premier Liaquat Ali Khan of 
Pakistan. He told a press conference in Karachi: 
"Tf the (UN) Security Council is interested in 
preserving peace, and I am sure it is interested, 
it should apply its mind to Kashmir with vigor 
and speed." 


A FEW DAYS PREVIOUSLY the British 
Commonwealth prime ministers, meeting in Lon­ 
don, had tried without success to find a solution 
which would suit both sides. One proposal was 
to send a joint commonwealth force to Kashmir 
to maintain peace while a plebiscite was held. 
Liaquat Ali Khan says he accepted but that 
Premier Nehru of India rejected the idea. 
The dispute has its origin in the way the 
close to 600 princely states were disposed of 
when the Indian peninsula was divided into the 
independent nations of Hindu India and Mos­ 
lem Pakistan. The princes were permitted to 
select the nations to which their states should be 
joined. So Hindu states went with India and 
Moslem states with Pakistan—except for Kish- 
mir, which presented a queer problem. 
The ruler of Kashmir, Maharajah Sir Hari 
Singh, is a Hindu while the vast majority of his 
subjects are Moslems. He elected to join Hindu 
India, but naturally his Moslem people wanted 
to become a part of Moslem Pakistan. 


THE LOGICAL SOLUTION of course would 
be a plebiscite, and the United Nations tried to 
arrange one. 
However, this obviously would 
result in a Moslem victory and India wouldn’t 
agree to such a procedure. 
India charges that Pakistan sent troops into 
Kashmir and thereby committed aggression. 
Pakistan claims that the Indians are sending 
Hindus into Kashmir to increase the Hindu vot­ 
ing power. 
Already there have been bloody 
clashes in 
Kashmir between Moslems and 
Hindus. 
Kashmir was the largest of the Indian states 
and possesses rich assets. Not least of her wealth 
is her wonderful scenery and great variety of 
beautiful flowers which make her a garden spqt. 
She draws tourists from all over the world—not 
without profit to herself. 
But Kashmir possesses a far greater asset than 
beauty. Great rivers which water the plains of 
Pakistan have their source in Kashmir. 
This 
water supply is a matter of life and death to 
Pakistan, and she doesn't want to place control 
In other hands. 


THE ONLY WINNER thus far in the quarrel 
is Maharajah Sir Hari Singh. He mil retains 
bis title, pending a settlement of the dispute. Sir 
Hari, by the way, is the mysterious "Mister A" 
who was the victim of a $750,000 blackmail case 
in London in 1924. 
This was before the prince came to the throne, 
but because he was heir to a great principality 
his name was not allowed to be used either in 
court or in the press during a sensational trial 
which resulted in two men being sent to prison. 
The court designated him as "Mister A." 
The prince’s rule cannot long endure, for 
Kashmir will have to join either India or Pakis­ 
tan. The manner in which this is achieved is 
a matter of world concern.

Periodic Asthma Attacks 
Usually Represent 
Allergic Reaction 


Asthma, a condition in which 
there are periodic attacks of dif­ 
ficult breathing, is known to have 
a number of different causes but 
in most cases it represents an 
aUergic reaction. This means that 
the attack is brought on by the 
patient’s oversensitivity to some 
.food or to something he has in­ 
haled, such as a particular type 
of dust, mold, os pollen. In other 
cases, the patient may be sensi­ 
tive to bacteria within his own 
body or, possibly to their products. 
Treatment, therefore, must al­ 
ways include a search for th« 
substances to which the patient is 
sensitive so that harmful contact 
with them may be eliminated. 
This often can be done by study­ 
ing the patient’s diet, and by 
carrying out skin tests, that is, 
injecting extracts of various sub­ 
stances into the skin and noting 
whether a red reaction occurs at 
the point of injection. 


SENSITIVE TO POLLENS 
Air filtering and air condition­ 
ing are of value in certain cases, 
particularly 
those 
instances 
in 
which the patient is sensitive to 
pollens from plains. 
If the complete avoidance of 
contact with the substances to 
which the patient Is sensitive does 
not control the condition, injec­ 
tions of g rad u ally -ln creasin g 
amounts of extracts from these 
various substances may be tried. 
If reactions to the injections occur, 
the giving of epinephrine by in­ 
jection under the skin is necessary 
and, of course, the dosage of the 
extract must be cut down. 
In an acute attack of asthma, 
an injection of epinephrine under 
the skin often brings relief. The 
epinephrine may also be breathed 
into the lungs and, in some in­ 
stances, is helpful when taken by 
mouth. 


Another drug, known as ami- 
nophylline, is given by injection 
into a vein. Sometimes an attack 
of asthma may be so severe that 
it is necessary to put the patient 
in a hospital. This makes it pos­ 
sible to eliminate dust, feathers, 
flowers, and similar substances. 
The room is kept scrupulously 
clean, using a damp mop or cloth, 
and avoiding stroifg disinfectants. 
Air conditioning and pollen filters 
may be employed in the room. The 
patient is kept quiet and visitors 
are not permitted. Oxygen admin­ 
istered by means of an oxygen 
tent or a face mask is helpful. 
Sometimes it may be necessary 
to give ether in the form of an 
enema, that is, injection into the 
lower bowel. 


FLUID INTAKE 
Injections of glucose in salt so­ 
lution into a vein are used to keep 
up the patient’s fluid intake. 
Opiates are not permited. How­ 
ever, the barbiturate drugs may 
be of value. Chloral hydrate, which 
is also a quieting preparation, is 
used with benefit. 
The antihistamine preparations, 
too, are symptom-relieving in some 
cases. 
Recently, ACTH, a hormone, 
which has been found valuable in 
arthritis, has been tried in asthma 
and found to give exceptionally 
good results in a number of cases. 
However, further trial of this 
treatment is necessary before its 
exact value may be determined.

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Philippine Government Hopes 
To Get Arms Aid Against Huks 


By RODOLFO MAZARENO 


MANILA, PX (U.R)—The Philip­ 
pine government hopes to get 
American arms to put down an 
armed Communist revolt which Is 
startling In Its similarity to the 
birtlv of Red power In China. 
Since 
1942, 
the Hukbalahaps 
have spread to virtually all areas 
of Lusou, the main Island, of the 
Philippine*, and to Pansy. They 
are not nearly strong enough to 
overthrow tha government, but 
they are a serious threat to in­ 
ternal security. 
In cast of a Communist attack 
from overseas, they would form a 
formidable fifth column. 
The Huk guerrillas, estimated 
between 8,000 and 15,000, are out­ 
numbered by the 40,000 trained 
troops of tha government, but 
President Elpldio Qulrino la up 
against many of the same factors 
that operated against Generalis­ 
simo Chiang Kai-shek's efforts to 
stamp out the beginnings of the 
Communist rebellón in China. 
The Huks don’t fight frontal 
battles. Following the early mili­ 


tary maxims of Mao Tze-tung, 
they ambush patrols, raid unde­ 
fended towns and villages for 
money and supplies, and retreat 
Into the hills, mountains and for­ 
ests where It is difficult to follow 
them. 
As did the Chinese Reds before 
they came to full power, the Huks 
call themselves the “People’s Lib­ 
eration Army.” They are the mili­ 
tary arm of the underground 
Filipino Communist party, and 
they have organised a chain of 
command from village to town to 
province. 
Political directora Indoctrinate 
peasants, and “Stalin universities” 
teach 
M a r x i s m 
to 
recruits. 
Through an effective Intelligence 
and courier system, the Huks of ten 
anticipate the government’s mili­ 
tary moves. Farmers are made to 
"con tribute” food. 
Luis Taruc Is still believed to 
be the highest Huk chieftain, and 
a

doctor 
and 
member of parliament, Jesus Lava, 
Is said to be the top political 
strategist. Both are Filipinos.

The New McLain Initiative 


The Legislature ha» under comideration the 
new McLain initiative, which would boost old 
age pensions, return administration to the state, 
and generally liberalize the current law. 
The 
Legislature has the choice of accepting the 
measure, or of rejecting it and sending it to the 
people on the November, 1952, ballot. 
The present measure would return admini­ 
stration of aged aid to the state. 
It will be 
remembered that the original McLain measure, 
Proposition No. 4, passed in 1948, took admini­ 
stration out of the counties and gave it to the 
state. 
Proposition No. 2, passed in 1949, re­ 
pealed the previous year’s proposition, and 
returned administration to the counties. 
But 
control of the programs of aid to the needy 
remained in the hands of the Legislature. And 
that is where such control belongs. 
The new McLain initiative measure, while 
permitting legislative action on minor parts of 
the aid to needy and aged program, would re­ 
quire change of any vital part of the act to be 
referred by the Legislature to the people. Thjs 
would mean that the people would be continu-» 
ally confronted with proposed changes in the act, 
that aid to the needy aged would become a 
political football at every election. The aid to 
the needy aged program should remain under 
control of the Legislature so that the program 
can be altered at will to meet changing condi­ 
tio- .

There is a constitutional question involved 
in the present McLain measure. Could the pres­ 
ent Legislature bind the hands of a future Legis­ 
lature by passing a measure which that future 
Legislature could not change? An initiative act 
passed by' the people binds the hands of any 
future Legislature, for an amendment to such an 
act can be made only by the people.

Famed Taxi Brigade* 
Ready To Rush Troops 
To Front Again For Ike 


PARIS VP}—Some of the grizzled 
veterans of Paris’ famed World 
War One "taxi brigade” are ready, 
to rush troops to the front again 
—this time for "Ike.” 
"I’d even shut off my meter and 
drive for nothing,” said 68-year- 
old 
Jukien 
Baby 
(pronounced 
"Bah-bee”). He's one of about 20 
survivors of the brigade who still 
drive for a living. 
The brigade—some 3,000 requi­ 
sitioned cabs in all—won a place 
In history by taxiing 10,000 French 
troops to the Marne river battle- 


front in September, 1914, helping 
save Paris from the onrushing 
Germans. 
Do it again? "Sure we would," 
Baby told a reporter. "We follow 
our destiny.” 
But Baby, a proud little man 
with gray hair and a bristly up­ 
turned mustache, said many young 
Paris cabbies feel differently— 
"They are Communists and they 
might drive the soldiers the other 
way.” 
Baby, a Catholic and a rugged 
Individualist, faces Communism on 
the home front almost every day. 
Like most other anti-Communist 
Frenchmen, he is the butt of Red 
threats, ridicule and intimidation. 
Many young cab drivers taunt 
him and other oldsters for reftis- 


A FEW DAYS PREVIOUSLY the British 
Commonwealth prime ministers, meeting in Lon­ 
don, had tried without success to find a solution 
which would suit both sides. One proposal was 
to send a joint commonwealth force to Kashmir 
to maintain peace while a plebiscite was held. 
Liaquat Ali Khan says he accepted but that 
Premier Nehru of India rejected the idea. 
The dispute has its origin in the way the 
close to 600 princely states were disposed of 
when the Indian peninsula was divided into the 
independent nations of Hindu India and Mos­ 
lem Pakistan. 
The princes were permitted to 
select the nations to which their states should be 
joined. 
So Hindu states went with India and 
Moslem states with Pakistan—except for Kásh- 
mir, which presented a queer problem. 
The ruler of Kashmir, Maharajah Sir Hari 
Singh, is a Hindu while the vast majority of his 
subjects are Moslems. He elected to join Hindu 
India, but naturally his Moslem people wanted 
to become a part of Moslem Pakistan, 


TH E LOGICAL SOLUTION of course would 
be a plebiscite, and the United Nations tried to 
arrange one. 
However, this obviously would 
result in a Moslem victory and India wouldn’t 
agree to such a procedure. 
India charges that Pakistan sent troops into 
Kashmir and thereby committed aggression. 
Pakistan claims that the Indians are sending 
Hindus into Kashmir to increase the Hindu vot­ 
ing power. 
Already there have been bloody 
clashe* in Kashmir between Moslem» and 
Hindus. 
Kashmir was the largest of the Indian states 
and possesses rich assets. Not least of her wealth 
is her wonderful scenery and great variety of 
beautiful flowers which make her a garden spot. 
She draws tourists from all over the world—not 
without profit to herself. 
But Kashmir possesses a far greater asset than 
beauty. Great rivers which water the plains of 
Pakistan have their source in Kashmir. 
This 
water supply is a matter of life and death to 
Pakistan, and she doesn't want to place control 
in other hands. 


Periodic Asthma Attacks 
Usually Represent 
Allergic Reaction 


Asthma, a condition in which 
there are periodic attack» of dif­ 
ficult breathing, 1» known to have 
a number of different causes but 
in most cases it represents an 
allergic reaction. This means that 
the attack is brought on by the 
patient’s oversensitivity to some 
.food or to something he has in- 


Another drug, known as ami- 
nophylline, is given by injection 
into a vein. Sometimes an attack 
of asthma may be so severe that 
it is necessary to put the patient 
in a hospital. This makes it pos­ 
sible to eliminate dust, feathers, 
flowers, and similar substances. 
The room is kept scrupulously 
clean, using a damp mop or cloth, 
and avoiding stroifg disinfectants. 
Air conditioning and pollen filters 
may be employed in the room. The 
patient is kept quiet and visitors 
are not permitted. Oxygen admin- 
haled, such as a particular type' istered by means of an oxygen 
of dust, mold, os pollen. In other 
cases, the patient may be sensi­ 
tive to bacteria within his own 
body or, possibly to their products. 
Treatment, therefore, must al­ 
ways include a search for tha 
substances to which the patient is 
sensitive so that harmful contact 
with them may be eliminated. 
This often can be done by study­ 
ing the patient’s diet, and by 
carrying out skin tests, that is, 
injecting extracts of various sub­ 
stances into the skin and noting 
whether a red reaction occurs at 
the point of injection. 


SENSITIVE TO POLLENS 
Air filtering and air condition­ 
ing are of value In certain cases, 
particularly 
those 
instances 
in 
which the patient is sensitive to 
pollens from plains. 
If the complete avoidance of 
contact with the substances to 
which the patient Is sensitive does 
not control the condition, injec­ 
tions of gradually-increasing 
amounts of extracts from these 
various substances may be tried. 
If reactions to the Injections occur, 
the giving of epinephrine by in­ 
jection under the skin is necessary 
and, of course, the dosage of the 
extract must be cut down. 
In an acute attack of asthma, 
an injection of epinephrine under 
the skin often brings relief. The 
epinephrine may also be breathed 
into the lungs and, in some in­ 
stances, is helpful when taken by 
mouth.

Sometimes it may be necessary 
to give ether in the form of an 
enema, that is, Injection into the 
lower bowel. 


FLUID INTAKE 
Injections of glucose in salt so­ 
lution into a vein are used to keep 
up the patient’s fluid intake. 
Opiates are not permlted. How­ 
ever, the barbiturate drugs may 
be of value. Chloral hydrate, which 
is also a quieting preparation, Is 
used with benefit. 
The antihistamine preparations, 
too, are symptom-relieving In soma 
cases. 
Recently, ACTH, a hormone, 
which has been found valuable! in 
arthritis, has been tried In asthma 
and found to give exceptionally 
good results In a number of cases. 
However, further trial of this 
treatment is necessary before its 
exact value may be determined.

Answer: This condition may b* 
due to a fungus infection around 
the nails.

Dividends you receive on stock or 
shares of a corporal ton or associa­ 
tion, paid out of the earnings and 
profits of the corporation or asso­ 
ciation, are taxable 
income 
and 
must be reported. Usually dividends 
are paid in cash, but sometimes they 
ate paid in mer­ 
chandise or other 
property. If you 
ha ve 
received 
d i v i d e n d s in 
merchandise 
or 
other 
property, 
you report as in­ 
come 
the 
fair 
market value of 
the merchandise 
or property re­ 
ceived, valued at 
the time you re­ 
ceived it. 
Sometimes a payment is rceived 
that is not paid out of earnings 
or profit#. If so, it is not taxable 
as a dividend. Such payments are 
reductions in the cost or other basis 
of your shares. Such payments are 
not taxable unitl they exceed your 
cost or other basis. After you hnve 
recovered the total cost or other 
basis of your shares you must then 
report any additional receipts as 
gains from the sale or exchange of 
property (Capital gains). 
Once in a while a corporation or 
association distributes both divi­ 
dend and capital in the same pay­ 
ment. However, the distribution Is 
usually shown on the check or ac­ 
companying notice. 
A distribution of additional sham 
of stock is not taxable if it does 
not change your proportionate in­ 
terest in the company. 
That is, 
where each stockholder receives ad­ 
ditional shares of stock in direct 
proportion to the number of shares 
owned, and his interest in the com­ 
pany remains unchanged. A dis­ 
tribution of shares is taxable if it 
changes the stockholder's propor­ 
tionate interest in the company. In 
that case the fair market value 
of the new stock at the time ft 
is received, must be reported as in­ 
come. 
Dividends are reported in Sched­ 
ule A on page J of the tax return 
form.

To Protect Small Dailies, Weeklies 


WASHINGTON (JPh-A newspaper 
publisher today proposed a govern­ 
ment freeze of newsprint supplies 
to protect weekly and small daily 
newspapers from supply diversions 
and black marketing. 
The proposal was made by Charles 
E. Moreau of Bloomfield, N. J„ pub- 
lsiher of five New Jersey weeklies 
and chairman of the National Edi­ 
torial Association (NEA) newsprint 
committee. 
He did not advocate 
rationing, however. 
Moreau appeared before the House 
interstate commerce committee to­ 
day with Cranston Williams, gen­ 
eral manager 
of the 
Amerkan 
Newspaper Publishers Association 
(ANPA), to testify at hearings on 
the newsprint situstion during the 
national emergency. 


Rep. Deck worth (D-Tex), acting 
chairman, said the committee was 
finding “the same problems which 
we faced in World War n are 
definitely eoming to the fore again." 
Moreau testified that Jobbers are 
advertising 
scarce 
newsprint 
at 
“black market prices," that mills are 
cutting shipments to customers be­ 
tween 10 and 40 per cent, and that 
in one instance an interest has been 
bought in a big mill by a large daily 
newspaper requiring larger news­ 
print supplies.

Sometimes a payment is rceived 
that is not paid out of earnings 
or profits.

After you Jirwe 
recovered the total cost or other 
basis of your shares, you must then 
report any additional receipts as 
gains from the sale or exchange of 
property (Capital gains).

Publishers Propose Newsprint Freeze 


To Protect Small Dailies, Weeklies 


WASHINGTON m—A newspaper 
publisher today proposed a govern­ 
ment freeze of newsprint supplies 
to protect weekly and small daily 
newspapers from supply diversions 
and black marketing. 
The proposal was made by Charles 
E. Moreau of Bloomfield, N. J., pub- 
Isiher of five New Jersey weeklies 
and chairman of the National Edi­ 
torial Association (NEA) newsprint 
committee. 
He did not advocate 
rationing, however. 
Moreau appeared before the House 
interstate commerce committee to­ 
day with Cranston Williams, gen­ 
eral manager 
of the 
American 
Newspaper Publishers Association 
(ANPA), to testify at hearings on 
the newsprint situation during the 
national emergency. 


Rep. Deckworth (D-Tex), acting 
chairman, said the commit the was 
finding “the same problems which 
we faced in World War n are 
definitely coming to the fore again.”

“black market prices,” that mills are 
cutting shipments to customers be­ 
tween 10 and 40 per cent, and that 
in one instance an Interest has been 
bought in a big mill by a large daily 
newspaper requiring larger news­ 
print supplies.

Rotenone Poison Blamed For 
Poor Fishing In California 


90 PerCent O f All 
Ranchers Now Use 
Spray For Grub Control 


By RICE ODELL 
II you had bad luck fishing last 
•eason, it probably wasn’t your fault. 
It Mems fish have been killed by 
the thousands all over the state by 
a poisonous spray which is running 
off into the streams. 
So far it Is impossible to estimate 
the tremendous damage done by 
dairy farmers who have been spray­ 
ing their cows with deadly rotenone. 
Two factors indicate the scope of 
the problem. 
Thomas W. Peryam, agriculture 
commissioner of Marin county, says 
that rotenone is standard spray for 
statewide grub control. It is used 
by 90 per cent of all ranchers. Five 
years ago it was used by 50 per cent 
and 10 years ago hy 10 per cent. 
Secondly, Warden A1 Giddings, 
who is investigating the use of 
rotenone, says that one pound will 
kill all the fish in an acre of water 
one foot deep. 
He is deeply concerned over the 
possible effects on fish conservation 
and cautions all ranchers to be 
careful about using rotenone. "Any 
rancher with a farm pond,” Gld 
dings says, 
must keep his cows 
away after spraying or he’ll kill all 
the fish in it.” 
More than 20 Marin county dairies 
have barns which drain directly into 
streams supporting fishlife, Gld 
dings r e p o r t s . Those streams 
t h r e a t e n e d or infected include 
Papermill, 
San 
Gerónimo, 
Muir 
Woods, Olema, Walker, Bolinas, and 
Nicaslo creeks. 


Giddings has collected numerous 
examples which show rotenone to 
be the cause of ¡por fishing in this 
area. He says there is no telling 
what may result from investigation 
in other parts of California. 
In Bolinas creek there are no fish. 
Ranches located on headwaters and 
along streams are the probable 
cause, he say s. 
Ordinarily 
rotenone 
is 
mixed 
seven and a half pounds to 100 gal­ 
lons and one gallon is used to spray 
each cow. If in Bolinas Bay area 
two farmers were to spray 400 cows, 
then at low tide all the fish in the 
bay would be killed, Giddings said. 
As a positive contrast, he said Al­ 
pine creek and the Carson tribu­ 
taries produced an abundant 600 
limits. The reason, undoubtedly, Is 
that there are no ranches located 
on it. 
Rotenone is deadly, but pnly to 
gill breathers. Fish suffocate be- 
cause of damaged gills. It is not 
harmful to humans.

**It’s fantastic that she should 
stm be alive,” said Harold Lauf- 
man, staff surgeon and assistant 
professor of surgery at Northwestern 
University. 
Physicians st the hospital des­ 
cribed Mrs. Stevens* condition as 
■‘'critical.’* Her legs and arms were 
tightly bandaged to keep her blood 
•in and around the vital organs. If 
she survives, Dr. Laufman said, it 
is possible that both her lega and 
arms will have to be amputated. 
Staff physicians mid that today 
Mrs. Stevens acknowledged the re­ 
turn of some sensation in her arms 
and legs. 
"They’re awfully cold,” she said. 
Laufman said there were only two 
eases of hypothermia (reduction of 
bodily temperature) on record which 
have recovered, and in those cases 
temperatures went no lower than 75 
degrees. He said there have been 
many fatalities where temperatures 
did not drop that low. 
Mrs. Stevens, who is about live 
feet five inches tall and weighs 100 
pounds, regained consciousness last 
night, about 12 hours after she was 
taken to the hospital. She was be­ 
ing given large amounts of plasma 
and cortisone . 
When found Mia. Stevens was 
hatless and wearing a short spring 
coat, sweater, skirt, stockings, slip 
and galoshes. 
"She must have a remarkable con­ 
stitution to withstand all that she 
haa,** Dr. Laufman said. *Tt la sur­ 
prising that her heart, lungs and 
brain are stCl functioning."
